As an example of great branches of indns.

a8 wholly destroyed in France, that of the
wanufacture of kid gloves muy be particularly
referred to. 'T'his indastry, althongh having
its contre nominally in Paris, is really (4
iributed over the whole of Northern Frangh,
and aifords occupation to a large number®of
people in widely distant localities. Thus,
the skins, a large number of which are im-
ported from Italy, Switzerland, and Germany,
are tanned and dressed at Besancon, Baau-
vais, Luneville, and a multitnde of other
places, and then sent to Paris, whera the
gloves, after being cnt to pattern, are distri-
buted throughout the provinoces to be sewed
by women, who work at their howes, It is
thus obvicous that, with all means of inter-
communication and transport broken up or
prevented between Paris and the provinces,
this indusiry must of necessity be brought to
& complete stand-still, even though the ex-
port demand continues uunabated, and the
price in foreign countries becomes greatly
pugmanted.

From ‘‘Folk-Life in Sweden,” by A, II,
Giuernsey, we take the following description
of a Swadish Christmas celebration —

Jul (Yule) is the great Swedish festival,
but it was & festival among the Scandaua-
vians long before the birth of our Baviour,
The origin of the name Jul is lost in the night
of ages. Ope explanation, which appears
the most plausible of all, is that it is simply
& corraption of the word Hjul, ‘‘whesl,” and
means the annnal eireuit performed by the
#un; the days shortening during one helf and
lengthening during the other; the point where
l.hoglon est night and shortest day met being
called Jul-mat, “wheel-meeting.” They com-
menced their year with the longest night,
for, aceording to them, night, darkness, and
cold preceded daylight and warmth, This
longest night comes on the 214t of Deceniber,
Udin, who lived sbout a hundred years be-
fore Christ, ordered that at this season a
great sacrificial feast should be observed,
lasting during the period when the lengthen-
ing of the days was hardly perceptible, 'I'his
festival, called Jul-bluf, continued, aceording
to sowe, until the 13th of January, according
o others, until the elose of the month, As
there was only four days’ difference between
Jul-mat and Chrstwmas, when Christlanity
supplanted mimn there was little difii.

ty in making the change of time, and the
heathen dJul, retaining its own name and
some of its old observances, was transformed
into Christmas,

FPreparations for the coming Jul are made
Jong beforeband. While the grain is ua-
threshed the choicest sheaves are selected
from which to brew the sul-ale and bake the
Jul-bread. On Jul-afton, the day befare
Christmas, the cattle muat be let out from
the cow. house and driven to water at an earlier
hour than common, and returned before naon;
otherwise the next harvest will be late. The
Swedish peasantry have the same antipatby
to forests which characterizes our piuncers;
all trees are carefully ent down around their
dwellings. But at Jul young pines, stripped
of their bark and lower braunches, are sst ont
sefore the house; and as the sun goes down
& sheaf of unthreshed grain 1s holsted on a
pole from the houss-top for the benefit of the
swell birds, for all crestures must have rea-
son to rejoice on the day when Christ came
into the world. Meanwhils, within doors the
women have been bnsy scouring and bight-
ening ‘he room and honsehold utensile. The
best garments of the family are got out aund
hupg upon the walls, for they think thaut
the Jul-fire shining upon them will pre.
serve them from moths, The servants
then proceed to the oattle-house. A mess has
been pntgnd, composed of the same mate-
rials as dinner of a family; a ?orl.ion of
this and a bundle of the choicest forage are
’l‘- to each cow, with the words, ‘fgul is

uvhaflion, my litile one." The horses, in
addition to their forage, have a drink of ale,
im order that (hey be mettiesome when
going 1o wplins the next worning.
